4. If an award was made to the second low bidder, the lowest bidder might challenge the award 
because of the difference in price. 

5. The abatement activities would no longer be performed concurrently with demolition 
activities and thus the terms of the contract would be different this time. 

The State’s Attorney has reviewed this matter and concurs with this recommendation.

This office is responsible for entering into easement agreements with companies who have received 
pennits from the Highway Department to install pipelines in County Highway rights-of-way. Many of 
these easements were executed years ago. Currently, this office is working with the State’s Attorney’s 
Office to develop a revised ordinance and fonn of agreement for these easements, together with an 
updated fee structure. The office believes that process should be complete and presented to the Board 
within this calendar year.

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization to enter into a 
professional services contract with U. S. Equities Development L.L.C. for master planning 
services at the Stroger Hospital of Cook County Campus. It is respectfully requested that this 
Honorable Body approve this request 

The master planning services at the Stroger Hospital Campus are necessary in order to 
determine how much clinical and administrative space is necessary now and in the future to 
support all the medical activities at the Stroger Hospital of Cook County. Although the new 
Stroger Hospital is currently handling its patient load well, future expansion space 
requirements need to be considered. The ambulatory facilities on the campus, i.e. the Fantus 
Clinic, are overcrowded and have outlived their useful life. Administrative space on the 
campus is inadequate and it is currently split among three buildings on campus and one off¬ 
site leased space. Parking on campus is insufficient to meet demand. The master planning 
process will detennine the proper number of parking spaces and their location. 

The master planning services are the first phase in the final development of facilities at the 
campus. The services by the U.S. Equities Development team will consist of the evaluation 
and recommendation of the following: the economic re-use of some or all of the old main 
hospital building, a replacement primary care facility for Fantus Clinic, options for added 
medical/surgical beds on campus, possible expansion of the CORE Center, replacement of 
administrative office capacity, expansion of campus parking capacity, freestanding outpatient 
phannacy facilities, space for medical and radiology records, space for Bureau of Health 
Services research functions, feasibility of student housing and commercial/retail development 
as part of the overall campus plan, and economic reuse potential of the 1900 West Polk 
Building, the Hektoen Building and the Durand Building. 
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The U.S. Equities Development team is comprised of firms and individuals with a vast 
amount of experience in healthcare development and some have had recent experience in the 
management and design at the Stroger Hospital Campus. The team disciplines will include 
program management, architecture, planning engineering, building preservation, 
traffic/parking and cost estimating. The team has committed to providing a preliminary 
report with recommendations within four to five months of the start of this contract. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $1,395,000.00. Bond Issue (28000 Account). 

Sufficient funds remaining from the old hospital demolition contingency have been 
appropriated to cover this request.

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Mark Kilgallon, Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources, stated that it is his understanding that 
individuals who will be part of the Re-Entry Employment Project would be hired by the County as 
employees and then they would be paid to go to the training program. Upon satisfactory completion of 
the training program, community-based organizations, such as the Safer Foundation, as well as other 
organizations, would be directly involved with the selection process.

Commissioner Gonnan asked whether the County currently hires ex-offenders. 

Mr. Kilgallon replied that the original ordinance was introduced to focus on the other constitutionally 
elected officials because President John H. Stroger, Jr. currently hires ex-offenders who meet the 
necessary requirements for the job and taking into consideration their past criminal record. 

Commissioner Gonnan asked Mr. Kilgallon whether he could provide statistics regarding this issue. 

Mr. Kilgallon replied that such statistics would be difficult to obtain, but that he would look into the 
matter. 
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Camela Gardner, Assistant State’s Attorney, cited the “Proposed Revised Ordinance” and stated that it 
provides that the Review Panel will enter into a memorandum of understanding with selected community- 
based organizations, such as North Lawndale Employment Network and Safer Foundation, to provide the 
services contained in the Proposed Revised Ordinance, Section 5-1. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated that the new language in Article V, Section 5-1 should be more 
inclusive in reference to community-based organizations, that specifically the amended sentence should 
read “...community-based organizations, such as North Lawndale Employment Network...” 

Ms. Gardner stated that the State's Attorney’s Office recommends deleting all references to the specific 
entities referenced, or alternatively, indicating that these organizations are not an exhaustive list of 
possible organizations. This would ensure that the County has the flexibility to enter a memorandum of 
understanding in the future without need for a further revision to the Ordinance.

Commissioner Peraica asked why a participant in this program would be subject to a Class A 
misdemeanor. 

Ms. Gardner referred to the following: The Proposed Revised Ordinance provides that ‘"A person who 
knowingly uses or attempts to use a revoked Certificate of Completion in order to obtain or to exercise 
any right or privilege that they would not be entitled to obtain or to exercise without a valid Certificate of 
Completion is guilty of a Class A misdemeanor.”... Proposed Revised Ordinance, Section 7-1(c). 
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Ms. Gardner stated that the State’s Attorney’s Office recommends that this provision be revised to 
provide for a Class B or a Class C misdemeanor rather than a Class A misdemeanor, in order to conform 
with Article 7, Section 6(e) of the Illinois Constitution. She further stated that Class A misdemeanors are 
punishable by imprisonment tenns of up to a year. The County of Cook, as a home rule entity, may not 
punish by imprisonment for more than six months unless authorized by the General Assembly, which has 
not occurred in this instance.

Panel for consideration of Certificate of Completion issuance. Other documents may also be submitted to 
further support the participant’s status of rehabilitation as related to education, vocational training, 
employment and/or volunteer experience. Participants with State issued Certificates of Good Conduct, 
Certificates of Relief from Disabilities or State professional/occupational licenses shall be afforded 
favorable consideration when applying for participation in the Project as well as for employment. 

Section 5^3 Ex-Offender Employment Readiness Program 

As the first phase for an individual to become eligible for a Cook County issued Certificate of 
Completion, s/he would need to complete a job readiness program specifically designed for fonner 
offenders and designated by the Cook County Board of Commissioners as a qualifying training program. 

Such a training program shall provide intake and screening services to identify needs of each participant 
and develop a specific employability training plan. All training plans shall include core modules to 
address, in a holistic approach, the special needs of fonner offenders seeking employment within the 
County and/or with designated County contractors. The modules shall include infonnation/education, 
skill building and behavioral modification techniques in the areas of cognitive restructuring, resume 
preparation, interviewing, alcohol and substance abuse prevention, anger management and conflict 
resolution, and relationships in the work place.

(a) A Certificate of Completion does not, however, in any way prevent any judicial 
proceeding, administrative, licensing, or other body, board, or authority from relying 
upon the conviction specified in the Certificate of Completion as the basis for the 
exercise of its discretionary power to suspend, revoke, or refuse to issue or refuse to 
renew any license, permit, or other authority or privilege. 

(b) A Certificate of Completion shall not limit or prevent the introduction of evidence of 
a prior conviction for purposes of impeachment of a witness in a judicial or other 
proceeding where otherwise authorized by the applicable rules of evidence. 

(c) A Certificate of Completion may not in any way prevent any judicial proceeding, 
administrative, licensing, or other body, board, or authority from considering the 
conviction specified in the certificate. 

(d) A C e rtificate of - Compl e tion shall not limit or pr e v e nt th e i ntroduction of e vid e nc e of 

a prior conviction for purpos e s of imp e achm e nt of a w it n e ss in a judicial or oth e r 

proc ee ding wh e r e oth e rv ^ 'is e authoriz e d by th e applicabl e ru les of e vid e nc er 

(ej (d) A Certificate of Completion is not to be deemed to be a pardon. Nothing contained in 
this Ordinance shall be deemed to alter or limit or affect the manner of applying for 
pardons to the Governor, and no certificate issued under this Ordinance shall be 
deemed or construed to be a pardon. 

Section 6-2 Grievance Process 

It is not the intention of this Ordinance or the actions of the Review Panel or the Board of Cook County 
Board of Commissioners to replace or substitute any employee grievance process that currently exists in 
County government. This Ordinance does not preclude a participant from exercising any due process 
rights that may be available to them. 

(a) If a participant is subject to an adverse action by their employer/supervisor and a 
grievance procedure exists to address the employee’s issue, the participant must 
exhaust the process for redress. 

(b) This Ordinance does not create a separate or alternative grievance process for 
participants to seek redress from an adverse action taken against them. 
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ARTICLE VII. REVOCATION OF CERTIFICATE OF COMPLETION 

Section 7-1 In revoking a Certificate of Completion, the action of the Cook County Board of 

Commissioners shall be by majority vote of the members. 

(a) Revocation shall be upon notice to the person, who shall be accorded an opportunity 
to contest the grounds of revocation prior to a decision to revoke the Certificate of 
Completion. 

(b) Any such person possessing a Certificate of Completion shall upon receipt of the 
determination of revocation, surrender the certificate to the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners or its designee. 

(c) A person who knowingly uses or attempts to use a revoked Certificate of Completion 
in order to obtain or to exercise any right or privilege that they would not be entitled 
to obtain or to exercise without a valid Certificate of Completion is guilty of a Class 
A C misdemeanor. 

(d) If the program participant is involuntarily tenninated from their employment with 
Cook County for cause, the Certificate of Completion will automatically be revoked. 

ARTICLE VIII. FORMS AND FILING 

Section 8-1 (a) All applications, certificates, and orders of revocation necessary for the purposes of 

this Ordinance shall be upon fonns prescribed under an agreement among the Review 
Panel, the Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
or their designees. The fonns relating to Certificates of Completion shall be 
distributed by the Clerk of the Circuit Court. 

(b) A copy of each Certificate of Completion issued shall be filed with the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court. Documentation reflecting the revocation of a Certificate of 
Completion shall also be filed with Clerk of the Circuit Court.

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the recommendation 
is as follows:

COUNTY GOVERNMENT REPORT. Transmitting a Communication, dated November 22, 
2004 from Forrest Claypool, County Commissioner. 

requesting that the Applying Technology to Improve Service and Reduce Costs in Cook 
County Government report be on the agenda for the December 1, 2004 Cook County Board 
meeting. I would like for it to be referred to the Information Technology and Automation 
Committee. 

Commissioner Peraica, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to receive and file 
Communication No. 268456. The motion carried. 

Chainnan Claypool stated that this meeting is for informational purposes only. 
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Honorable Dorothy Brown, Clerk of the Circuit Court, requested that her Report to the Board of 
Commissioners be entered into the Record. (The referenced document is on file in the Office of the 
County Clerk.) 

Clerk Brown stated the following: Her report itemizes various technology initiatives commenced under 
her Office. There is a possible error on page 23; this page has been replaced. Her office submitted an 
application to the Chief Judge; once this application is approved, the Clerk of the Circuit Court’s Office 
would be eligible for an electric filing pilot program. 

Clerk Brown stated for the record that $1 million has been saved through consolidation of the Clerk of the 
Court’s mainframe with the County. This consolidation occurred in July of 2003. 

Commissioner Peraica addressed his question to Clerk Brown and Craig Wimberly, Chief Information 
Officer, MIS Division, Clerk of the Circuit Court. He asked what staff reduction there has been as a 
result of the hardware and software improvements. 

Clerk Brown stated that as a result of the new cashiering system there will be no staff reduction. 
However, there also w'ill not be any request for additional staff Additionally, she anticipates that data 
entry personnel will be able to input more information and reduce the existing work backlog. 

Commissioner Peraica made a comment regarding the half sheet that the litigant presents to the judge in 
the courtroom. This sheet is further processed, involving several levels of personnel. Commissioner 
Peraica recommended that a clerk in the courtroom enter all infonnation at the end of the day, thereby 
avoiding several levels of processing and the resulting mistakes. He noted that this is particularly 
necessary in the Municipal Division. 

Clerk Brown responded that this change in procedure would result in unnecessary overtime. 
Additionally, this would pose an overwhelming work load for the clerks. A consulting firm, retained by 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court’s Office, arrived at the same conclusion. However, Clerk Brown will 
continue to examine how such a system could be implemented in various courtrooms. 

Commissioner Peraica recommended that any alterations to the Clerk’s system be modeled after the 
system in place in federal court. He also noted the collar county’s innovation in this area. He further 
recommended that such a system be e-mail and internet-based and that the system incorporate video 
conferencing and video screens in order to lessen or eliminate paper flow. 

Clerk Brown stated the Illinois Bar Association would be involved in whatever changes are undertaken. 

Commissioner Daley asked Clerk Brown whether the court system in Miami/Dade County includes the 
Traffic Court. 

Clerk Brown replied that the Circuit Court Clerk is responsible for the Traffic Court. 

Craig Wimberly - Chief Infonnation Officer, MIS Division, Clerk of the Circuit Court, gave an overview 
of the initiatives, including: Integrated Cashiering and Security System; County Division Automation 
Project; Technology Infrastructure Project; Automation of Records Management; Automation of Central 
Bond Court; Integrated Criminal Justice Initiative; Application for E-Filing in the Office of the Chief 
Judge; Needs Assessment for Imaging and Document Management; Intranet within the Clerk’s Office; 
Needs Assessment for Replacing the Juvenile Justice and Child Protection Systems; Total E. Government 
Initiative and Enhancement of the Traffic System’s Voice Information System. 
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Commissioner Daley asked Mr. Wimberly to provide Chaimian Claypool with the cost of automating the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court’s Office. 

Mr. Wimberly stated that he would provide this infonnation to Chairman Claypool. 

Catherine Maras O’Leary, Chief Information Officer, presented the following overview of the Bureau of 
Information Technology and Automation: She stated that President Stroger is strongly committed to 
Information Technology and Automation throughout the County. She further stated that last year the 
Bureau of Information Technology and Automation had so many excellent ideas that the County’s Capital 
Budget could not address all of them. Additionally, she noted that great cooperation exists between the 
elected officials and the County. She stated that another achievement of the Bureau of Infonnation 
Technology and Automation is the infrastructure that has been built. And, although today three 
departments are before the Information Technology and Automation Committee, the Bureau of 
Information Technology and Automation services one hundred departments within Cook County. She 
stated that three-to-five years are required to service all departments. She stated that structured cable and 
the wide area network have been implemented under her tenure, at the cost of six million dollars for the 
County Building, eight million dollars for the Daley Center, and eight million dollars for the 69 West 
Washington Building. She noted that Cook County is the only county in the nation that has a unified 
wiring system connecting 26,000 people in ninety buildings and in the 128 municipalities which span not 
only the city of Chicago, but many suburbs as well. This was achieved before September 11th. The 
Office of Domestic Preparedness, a sub-unit of the Federal Government’s Homeland Security 
Department, cited Cook County as the only county to be commended after September 11th for its work. 
She stated that there is substantial revenue generated by these investments in technology. She further 
cited that the Sheriffs Office also has the Criminal Apprehension Booking System, (CABS). Finally, she 
stated that Cook County is the only county in the country that has digital mug shots and criminal histories, 
which has allowed Cook County to work effectively with the State of Illinois. 

Commissioner Peraica voiced his concern that the Bureau of Information Technology and Automation 
needs to hold departments accountable for eliminating positions when technology renders these positions 
unnecessary. He further stated that the Bureau of Information Technology and Automation’s issues 
should be addressed through prioritized initiatives that are put before the State Legislature. 

Commissioner Daley stated that the County needs to work with its lobbyists to address this issue. He 
further stated that it is the Board of Commissioners’ duty, not the Chief Information Officer’s, to question 
elected officials and to monitor implementation of policy. He further credited Mrs. O’Leary for meeting 
with a number of staff from elected officials’ departments. Commissioner Daley noted that this is a 
promising beginning. 

Chairman Claypool reiterated the distinction that Mrs. O’Leary is not an elected official and that policy 
decisions come under the purview of the President of the Board and the Board of Commissioners. He 
voiced his concern that efficiency be a key goal in any policy legislated. 

The Chairman called upon the following to speak: Zelda Whittier, Undersheriff, and Lisa English- 
Dowdell, Director, Information Technology Unit, Office of the Sheriff; Darlena Williams-Bumett, Chief

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Mark Kilgallon, Director of the Bureau of Human Resources, stated that it is his understanding that 
individuals who will be part of the Re-Entry Employment Project would be hired by the County as 
employees and then they would be paid to go to the training program. Upon satisfactory completion of 
the training program, community-based organizations such as the Safer Foundation, as well as other 
organizations, should be directly involved with the selection process. 

Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved to amend Article III, Section 3- 
1(a) and 3-1 (b). The motion carried. 

Section 3-1 Establishment of Review Panel

recommends one (1) member and Commissioner Maldonado 
recommends one (1) member for appointment to the President 
of the Cook County Board of Commissioners . 

Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved to amend Article IV, Section 4- 
1(c). The motion carried. 

Section 4-1 Issuance of Certificate of Completion 

(c) The Certificate of Completion may not be issued to fonn e rly 

incarc e rat e d - individuals e Elieible eOffenders with 

misdemeanor convictions earlier than a period of six (6) 
months from the date of completion of the sentence upon 
which the conviction was imposed or one (1) year to those 
with one felony conviction subsequent to their release from 
County or State incarceration or supeiv'ision. 

Commissioner Gonnan asked whether the County currently hires ex-offenders. 

Mr. Kilgallon replied that the original ordinance was introduced to focus on the other constitutionally 
elected officials because President John H. Stroger, Jr. currently hires ex-offenders who meet the 
necessary requirements for the job and taking into consideration their past criminal record. 

Commissioner Gonnan asked Mr. Kilgallon whether he could provide statistics regarding this issue. 

Mr. Kilgallon replied that such statistics would be difficult to obtain, but that he would look into the 
matter. 
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Camela Gardner, Assistant State’s Attorney, cited the “Proposed Revised Ordinance” and stated that it 
provides that the Review Panel will enter into a memorandum of understanding with selected community- 
based organizations, such as North Lawndale Employment Network and Safer Foundation, to provide the 
services contained in the Proposed Revised Ordinance, Section 5-1. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated that the new language in Article V, Section 5-1 should be more 
inclusive in reference to community-based organizations, that specifically the amended sentence should 
read “...community-based organizations, such as North Lawndale Employment Network...” 

Ms. Gardner stated that the State’s Attorney’s Office recommends deleting all references to the specific 
entities referenced, or alternatively, indicating that these organizations are not an exhaustive list of 
possible organizations. This would ensure that the County has the flexibility to enter a memorandum of 
understanding in the future without need for a further revision to the Ordinance. 

Commissioner Gorman, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved to add new language to Article 
V, Section 5-1. The motion carried. 

Section 5-1 Selection Process for Project Participants 

The Review Panel will enter into memorandum of understanding as approved by 
the Board with selected Community-Based Organizations such as. but not limited 
to. North Lawndale Employment Network and Safer Foundation, to provide the 
following services at no cost to Cook County: screening applications for 
acceptance to the project: providing employment readiness training as described in 
Section 5-2 of this Ordinance: selection of individuals for internship: and 
providing supportive services and aftercare as set forth in Section 5-2 of this 
Ordinance.

2. The motion carried. 

Section 5-4 5^2 Completion of Designated Employment Readiness 
Training and Internship as Prerequisite to Certificate of Completion 

In order for fonn e rly incarc e rat e d individuola eEligible eOffenders who are first 
time nonviolent offenders and residents of the County to be issued a Certificate of 
Completion they must have successfully completed a Cook County Board of 
Commissioners approved employment readiness training program, a twe lv e (12) 
month 365-dav County Internship Program, and be in receipt of documentation to 
that effect which is to be submitted as the primary evidence of their employment 
readiness to the Review Panel for consideration of Certificate of Completion 
issuance. Other documents may also be submitted to further support the 
participant’s status of rehabilitation as related to education, vocational training, 
employment and/or volunteer experience. Participants with State issued 
Certificates of Good Conduct, Certificates of Relief from Disabilities or State 
professional/occupational licenses shall be afforded favorable consideration when 
applying for participation in the Project as well as for employment.

vacant in each fiscal year budget. Participants will be paid the salary consistent 
with the grade level budgeted for each vacant position as well as all county health 
benefits. 

Participants will not be considered for positions where there is a direct relationship 
between the previous criminal offense and the specific job sought, or if the 
employment of the participant would involve an unreasonable risk to property or to 
safety or welfare of specific individuals or the general public. 

Upon successful completion of the designated County iintemship, participants may 
then petition the Review Panel for the issuance of a Certificate of Completion.

Commissioner Peraica asked why a participant in this program would be subject to a Class A 
misdemeanor. 

Ms. Gardner referred to the following: The Proposed Revised Ordinance provides that “A person who 
knowingly uses or attempts to use a revoked Certificate of Completion in order to obtain or to exercise 
any right or privilege that they would not be entitled to obtain or to exercise without a valid Certificate of 
Completion is guilty of a Class A misdemeanor.”...Proposed Revised Ordinance, Section 7-l(c). 
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Ms. Gardner stated that the State’s Attorney’s Office recommends that this provision be revised to 
provide for a Class B or a Class C misdemeanor rather than a Class A misdemeanor, in order to conform 
with Article 7, Section 6(e) of the Illinois Constitution. She further stated that Class A misdemeanors are 
punishable by imprisonment tenns of up to a year. The County of Cook, as a home rule entity, may not 
punish by imprisonment for more than six months unless authorized by the General Assembly, which has 
not occurred in this instance.

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved to suspend the rules so that this 
matter may be considered. The motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Steele, moved that the Report of the Committee 
on Law Enforcement and Corrections be approved and adopted. The motion carried unanimously. 

ORDINANCE 


Transmitting a Communication, dated January 25, 2005 from 
THOMAS J. GLASER, Chief Financial Officer, Bureau of Finance 

transmitting for your approval an Ordinance authorizing the issuance of tax-exempt Adjustable Rate Demand 
Revenue Bonds, Series 2005 on behalf of the Catholic Theological Union (“CTU”). The aggregate principal 
amount of the bonds will not exceed $30,000,000. 
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The proceeds of the bonds will be used to finance costs related to the design, construction and equipping of a 
new 95,000 square foot Academic Center that will contain classrooms, conference rooms and assembly 
space, computer labs, faculty and administrative offices, enlarged space for the Bechtold Library, an art 
gallery and indoor parking for 170 cars. ITie project also includes renovations of CTU's existing academic 
and administrative building to serve as a student residence and a dining facility for the campus. 

The County is not responsible for the payment of the principal and interest on these bonds. CTU will use 
revenues to make timely debt service payments, and has also obtained a direct pay letter of credit to secure 
payments to bondholders in the event revenues do not come in as planned.

ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE authorizing the issuance of not to exceed $30,000,000 aggregate principal amount of 
Adjustable Rate Demand Revenue Bonds, Series 2005 (Catholic Theological Union Project), on behalf of 
Catholic Theological Union at Chicago, to finance, refinance and provide reimbursement for, the costs of 
the acquisition, construction, renovation, expansion, restoration and equipping of certain educational 
facilities, including the payment of capitalized interest during construction, the refinancing of interim 
indebtedness in connection therewith, and the payment of all or a portion of the costs of issuing such 
bonds, including the costs of obtaining credit enhancement therefore; authorizing and approving the 
execution and delivery of a Loan Agreement, a Bond Purchase Agreement and a Bond Indenture; 
authorizing the sale of said bonds; and related matters. 

WHEREAS, The County of Cook, Illinois (the "Issuer"), a home rule unit of government and municipal 
corporation of the State of Illinois, is authorized by the provisions of the Constitution and laws of the 
State of Illinois, including, without limitation. Article VII, Section 6(a) of the Illinois Constitution of 
1970, to exercise any power and perfonn any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Issuer proposes to issue its Adjustable Rate Demand Revenue Bonds, Series 2005 
(Catholic Theological Union Project) (the "Bonds"), in an aggregate principal amount not to exceed 
$30,000,000 pursuant to an Indenture of Trust (the "Bond Indenture"), by and between the Issuer and 
Seaway National Bank of Chicago, as bond trustee (the "Bond Trustee"); and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to a Loan Agreement (the "Loan Agreement") by and between the Issuer and 
Catholic Theological Union at Chicago, an Illinois not-for-profit corporation (the "Borrower"), the Issuer 
proposes to lend the proceeds from the sale of the Bonds to the Borrower to finance, refinance and 
provide reimbursement for (i) all or a portion of the costs of the acquisition, construction, renovation, 
expansion, restoration and equipping of its educational facilities located on its Hyde Park campus located 
generally within the 5300 and 5400 blocks of South Cornell Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, including a new 
five-story, approximately 95,000 square foot Academic Center, located at 5416 South Cornell Avenue, 
and the renovation of the Borrower’s current academic and administrative building located at 5401 South 
Cornell Avenue, and including capitalized interest thereon (the "Project"), (ii) the refunding of certain 
interim indebtedness incurred by the Borrower in connection with the Project (the "Interim 
Indebtedness"), and (iii) the payment of all or a portion of the costs of issuing the Bonds, including the 
costs of obtaining credit enhancement for the Bonds; and 

W'HEREAS, pursuant to the Bond Indenture, the Issuer will assign to the Bond Trustee all of the Issuer's 
rights under the Loan Agreement (except the Unassigned Issuer Rights) as security for the Bonds, and the 
Bonds will be payable solely out of payments to be made by the Borrower under the Loan Agreement; 
and 
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WHEREAS, in order to comply with certain provisions of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (the 
"Code"), the Issuer held a public hearing on February 1, 2005 (the "Public Hearing"), concerning the 
issuance of the Bonds for which due notice was given by publication in the Chicago Tribune on January 
18,2005;and 

WHEREAS, forms of the Loan Agreement, the Bond Purchase Agreement (as hereinafter defined), the 
Official Statement (as hereinafter defined) and the Bond Indenture have been prepared and presented to 
this meeting: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. The Board of Commissioners hereby finds that all of the recitals contained in the 
preambles to this Ordinance are true, correct and complete and are hereby incorporated by reference 
thereto and are made a part hereof 

Section 2. The financing and refinancing of the Project and the payment of necessary 
expenses incidental thereto are hereby authorized and determined to be in the public interest and in 
furtherance of the public purposes of the Issuer. 

Section 3. In order to provide funds to carry out the public purposes set forth in Section 2 
hereof, there are hereby authorized to be issued the revenue bonds of the Issuer in an aggregate principal 
amount not to exceed $30,000,000, which bonds shall be designated "Adjustable Rate Demand Revenue 
Bonds, Series 2005 (Catholic Theological Union Project)" (the "Bonds"). 

The Bonds shall be issuable as fully registered bonds without coupons; shall be dated, executed 
and authenticated in the manner set forth in the Bond Indenture; shall bear interest from their date on the 
unpaid principal thereof initially at the Weekly Rate (as defined in the Bond Indenture) and thereafter in 
the mode and in the manner set forth in the Bond Indenture, but never shall the Bonds bear interest at a 
rate in excess of 10% per annum; shall be payable as to principal and interest at the times and in the 
amounts set forth in the Bond Indenture; shall mature as set forth in the Bond Indenture; and shall be 
subject to redemption prior to maturity at the times, under the circumstances, in the manner and at the 
redemption prices set forth in the Bond Indenture. 

The Bonds, together with the interest payable thereon, shall be limited obligations of the Issuer, 
payable solely from the payments to be made pursuant to the Loan Agreement. The Bonds shall not 
constitute indebtedness or general obligations of the Issuer, the State of Illinois or any political 
subdivision thereof within the meaning of any constitutional provision or statutory limitation, and shall 
not constitute or give rise to a pecuniary liability of the Issuer or a charge against the general credit or 
taxing power of the Issuer, the State of Illinois or any political subdivision of the State of Illinois. No 
owner of any Bond shall have the right to demand payment of the principal of, premium, if any, or 
interest on any Bond from any funds of the Issuer. 

Section 4. The Bonds shall be issued in compliance with and under authority of the provisions 
of this Ordinance and the Bond Indenture. The Bonds shall be executed on behalf of the Issuer with the 
official manual or facsimile signature of the President of the Board of Commissioners and attested by the 
County Clerk, and shall have printed thereon a facsimile of its corporate seal or impressed thereon 
manually its corporate seal. In case any officer who shall have signed (whether manually or in facsimile) 
any of the Bonds shall cease to be such officer of the Issuer before the Bonds have been authenticated by 
the Bond Trustee or delivered or sold, such Bonds with the signatures thereto affixed may, nevertheless, 
be authenticated by the Bond Trustee, and delivered, and may be sold by the Issuer, as though the person 
or persons who signed such Bonds had remained in office. The appointment of Seaway National Bank of 
Chicago, as trustee under the Bond Indenture, is hereby approved. 
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Section 5. The forms, teniis and provisions of the Loan Agreement, the Bond Purchase 
Agreement and the Bond Indenture are hereby in all respects approved, and the President of the Board of 
Commissioners and, where indicated in such documents, the County Clerk, are hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to execute and deliver the Loan Agreement, the Bond Purchase Agreement and 
the Bond Indenture in the name and on behalf of the Issuer. The Loan Agreement, the Bond Purchase 
Agreement and the Bond Indenture, as executed and delivered, shall be in substantially the forms now 
before this meeting and hereby approved, or with such changes therein as shall be approved by the 
officers of the Issuer executing the same, their execution thereof to constitute conclusive evidence of their 
approval of any and all changes or revisions therein from the forms of the Loan Agreement, the Bond 
Purchase Agreement and the Bond Indenture now before this meeting; and from and after the execution 
and delivery of the Loan Agreement, the Bond Purchase Agreement and the Bond Indenture, the officers, 
agents and employees of the Issuer are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all such acts and 
things and to execute all such documents as may be necessary to carry out the intent and accomplish the 
purposes of this Ordinance and to comply with and make effective the provisions of the Loan Agreement, 
the Bond Purchase Agreement and the Bond Indenture, as executed. 

Section 6. The appointment of William Blair & Company, L.L.C., as the underwriter of the 
Bonds (the "Underwriter") is hereby authorized and approved, and the sale of the Bonds to the 
Underwriter pursuant to the Bond Purchase Agreement among the Issuer, the Borrower and the 
Underwriter (the "Bond Purchase Agreement"), at a price equal to not less than 98% of the principal 
amount thereof, is hereby authorized and approved. In connection with the purchase and sale of the 
Bonds, it is contemplated that an Official Statement, in both preliminary and final form (collectively, the 
"Official Statement") will be distributed by the Underwriter and the Issuer hereby approves the 
distribution of the Official Statement in connection with the marketing and sale of the Bonds. 

Section 7. The actions of the President of the Board of Commissioners and the County Clerk 
of the Issuer heretofore taken in connection with the Bonds are hereby ratified and confinned. 

Section 8. From and after the execution and delivery of said documents, the proper officials, 
agents and employees of the Issuer are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all such acts and 
things and to execute all such documents, including, without limitation, a Certificate of the Issuer re: 
Arbitrage and a Letter of Representations with The Depository Trust Company, as may be necessary to 
carry out and comply with the provisions of said documents as executed, and to further the purposes and 
intent of this Ordinance, including the preambles hereto. 

Section 9. For purposes of the approval of the Bonds required by Section 147(f) of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (the "Code") (i) if the public hearing required by Section 147(f) of the 
Code occurs prior to the adoption and approval of this Ordinance, the adoption and approval of this 
Ordinance shall constitute approval of the Bonds by the Board of Commissioners and the President of the 
Board of Commissioners for purposes of Section 147(f) of the Code, or (ii) if the public hearing required 
by Section 147(f) of the Code occurs after the adoption and approval of this Ordinance, the approval of 
the Bonds required by Section 147(f) of the Code shall be evidenced by a written instrument of approval 
executed and delivered by the President of the Board of Commissioners following such public hearing 
and prior to the issuance of the Bonds. 

Section 10. All acts and doings of the officials of the Issuer that are in confonnity with the 
purposes and intent of this Ordinance and in furtherance of the issuance of the Bonds be, and the same are 
hereby in all respects, approved and confinned. The Issuer hereby covenants that it will take no action or 
fail to take any action that would cause the Bonds to become invalid. 
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Section 11. The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby declared to be separable and if any 
section, phrase or provision shall for any reason be declared by a court of competent jurisdiction to be 
invalid or unenforceable, such declaration shall not affect the validity or enforceability of the remainder 
of the sections, phrases and provisions hereof 

Section 12. This Ordinance shall constitute complete authority for the issuance of the Bonds. 
All ordinances, orders and resolutions and parts thereof in conflict herewith are to the extent of such 
conflict hereby repealed, and this Ordinance shall take effect and be in full force immediately upon its 
adoption. 

Section 13. A copy of this Ordinance shall be filed in the Office of the County Clerk and shall 
be made available for public inspection in the manner required by law. 

Section 14. This Ordinance shall become effective upon its passage and approval.
